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BRITAIN DROPPING OUT. 


If the London Timps is correct the 
strangest thing that has happened in 
Great Britain 
in 
many 
centuries is 
i 
happening there now. The Times says 
] 
that Britain is making no effort to 
maintain the naval superiority which 
has so long been hers and that in three 
years the British fleet will be inferior 
in capital ships to the fleets of the 
United States and of Japan. 
The British navy has always been 
regarded as the foundation of the far­ 
flung British Empire. Without a fleet 
equal or superior to any 
other two 
fleets in the world, the British Empire 
would not be safe. This has been the 
cardinal principle of British policy; 
and for centuries the British have sub­ 
ordinated everything else to the main­ 
tenance of a naval armament able to 
deal.with any 
combination of arma­ 
ments likely* to be brougth against it. 
But the London Times now tells us: 
“The British fleet contains no cap­ 
ital ship whose design embodies all 
the lessons taught by the experience 
of the Jutland battle. 
On the other 
hand, the United States and Japan are 
both building warships far more mod­ 
ern in design, armament and protec­ 
tion than any great.ship of the British 
fleet. 
In some three years the fleet 
*of Britain, for the first time 
within 
the memory 
of 
generations passed, 
will no longer be the most powerful 
fleet in the world in great ships, but 
will be the third fleet of the world by 
that reckoning. 
“The friendliness of both the Unit­ 
ed States and of Japan toward this 
country goes without saying; but so 
great a reversal of the traditional pol­ 
icy of the British admiralty as is im­ 
pending with the progress of the con­ 
struction program of the United States 
and Japan 
cannot 
be 
passed over 
without the gravest consideration.” 
The practical cessation of British 
naval activity has not as yet attracted 
much attention. 
It is sure to do so, 
however, before long outside of Brit­ 
ain, as well as within Britain, and 
it will arouse very keen interest every­ 
where, for it can hardly be regarded 
otherwise than as a fact of the most 
far-reaching importance. 
It is possi­ 
ble that Britain is building practically 
no capital ships because she no longer 
regards the capital ship as the real 
unit of naval strength, but this is im­ 
probable. If it is true, then the naval 
scientists 
and 
designers of America 
and Japan are blundering amazingly. 
Equally improbable is it that Britain 
has given up building capital ships be­ 
cause she thinks that air fleets will 
render ships of war obsolete. 
A third 
possibility is that Britain has dropped 
out of the competition in naval arma­ 
ments because she realizes that she 
cannot 
compete 
with 
the 
United 
States; but this also hardly commends 
itself as the probable explanation. 
It may be suggested that Britain’s 
change of policy is really a bold and 
practical step towards general disarm­ 
ament of the nations of the world, in­ 
spired mainly by British realization 
that to begin anew the old competition 
in armaments will wreck civilization; 


NOW AND THEN. 
Here is something interesting. 
It’s 
an extract from an issue of the Balti­ 
more Patriot late in the year of 1820. 
It reads: 
“To the Editor of the Baltimore Pa­ 
triot: “The over zealous for retrench­ 
ment consider themselves to be very 
strong. 
Their success 
will 
depend 
very much on the treasury report of 
the finances. 
I believe it will be an 
able one; and will 
shew 
that 1821 
will pr&vide means equal to the ex­ 
penditure of that year. 
The demands 
will be about $14,500,000, including 
the interest on the public debt. 
The 
bonds and customs houses are said to 
exceed 18 millions. 
The demand for 
the actual expenditure for 1821 will 
not exceed IO millions and a half; and 
one million will probably be taken 
from that amount by congress, with­ 
out doing much harm.” 
One hundred years ago they were 
crying for retrenchment 
in govern­ 
ment expenditures even as now. 
Ten 
million dollars for the year 1821 was 
considered an awful 
thing by some. 
What a change in amounts. Billions 
now instead of millions then. But old 
human nature is just the same. With­ 
out doubt the politicians of the older 
day were just as extravagant as those 
of the* present in proportion to what 
they had to handle. 
And it is never 
amiss to let them realize they are be­ 
ing watched, although often-times it 
may seem to do but little good.
